COLD W EATHER FURNISHES 
STIM ULUS TO TRADE. 


Ordering Winter Goods —Bradstreet’s 
Sees an Encouraging Feature in the 
Heavy Weekly Totals of Bank 
Clearings - Other Favorable Feat­ 
ures Pointed Out. 


New York, Nov. 13.--R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“Colder and more storm y weather, 
so long needed to accelerate the dis­ 
tribution of w inter goods, has m ateri­ 
ally helped in some quarters, and the 
resulting im provem ent in retail trade 
is m entioned in nearly every northern 
dispatch this week, so th at orders to fill 
stocks have been encouraging, and in 
some branches the m ultitude of de­ 
m ands for im mediate delivery show 
th at the distribution to consumers has 
already gone much beyond the expec­ 
tations of dealers. 
“Failures for the week have been 291 
in the United States, against 276 last 
year, 
and 
tw enty-four 
in 
Canada, 
against forty-six last year.” 
B radstreet’s says: 
“One of the most significant features 
of the business situation is found in 
the continued heavy weekly totals of 
bank clearings. 
Other favorable fea­ 
tures are the continued firmness of and 
activity in wool, iron and steel. 
The 
unfavorable influences in price move­ 
m ents this week are declines in cottons 
and print cloths, the latter touching the 
lowest price on record. 
W heat, lard 
and lead are also lower and wire nails 
have been shaded. 
Colder w eather in 
the central west and northw est has 
stim ulated dem and for w inter goods. 
“ Exports of w heat (flour included as 
wheat) from both coasts of the United 
States and from M ontreal this week 
am ount to 5,445,542 bushels, compared 
w ith 5,590,000 bushels last week.

ports of Indian corn this week am ount 
to 2,651,546 bushels, against 2,199,000 
bushels last week.” 


United States 
and 
Canada 
Wisely 
to 
Have Reciprocity. 
W ashington, Nov. 13.—Definite a r­ 
rangem ents have been made for tak ­ 
ing up the subject of a 
reciprocity 
treaty between the United States and 
Canada, and to this end m eetings have 
been fixed between John W. Kasson, 
who is specially delegated by Presi­ 
dent McKinley to conduct reciprocity 
negotiations, and Sir W ilfrid Lauder, 
the Canadian premier, and Sir Louis 
Davies, m inister of marine. 
This is 
the result of the long and friendly con­ 
ference held Thursday between Secre­ 
tary Sherman and Sir W ilfrid. 
The m eeting will be held during the 
present visit of the Canadian officials, 
but no exact time for it has yet been 
fixed, as it will depend somewhat on 
the tim e which can be spared from 
the Bering Sea sessions. 
The arrangem ent also contemplates 
taking up the questions of border im ­ 
migration, North 
A tlantic 
fisheries, 
lake fisheries,* and all other subjects 
affecting the two countries. 
The meeting with Mr. Kasson, how­ 
ever, will be confined to reciprocity, 
as he is delegated by the president to 
treat on that subject alone.

Braceville, 111., Nov. 13.— I he miners 
of this place, 700 strong, by a unani­ 
mous rising vote decided Friday night 
to go on a strike again. 
They went

up, after which they refuse to work 
until the officers of the United Mine­ 
workers’ union tell them the strike is 
over. 
A rbitiation is now the method 
sought to bring the long struggle to 
an end. 
The m iners have offered to name a 
maximum price and let the operators 
name another and then to arbitrate 
the difference, or they offer to name 
no price at all and aribitrate the en­ 
tire question. President Ratchford ad­ 
dressed the meeting and the m iners 
were aroused to the highest pitch of 
enthusiasm .

T he law in regard to the supervision 
of 
jails by th e state board is very 
plain. 
The provisions are as follows: 
“ W henever in the opinion of the state board 
of charities and re fo n r, any jail, police stati n 
and look up, is dangerous to che health or life 
of prisoners, or is so constructed as not to hold 
prisoners securely, with ordinary vigilance on 
the part of the officers in {charge, or is not so 
cunstructed as to provide for thefcprcper sepa­ 
ration of5 the prisoners as provided in section 
4952, of the revised statutes, it shall be the duty 
of the state board of charities and reform, to 
notify the county board, city council, village 
board or other similar body having the neces­ 
sary authority, bv filing a written notice with 
the county, city, or village clerk, stating the 
facts of the case or whether in their opinion the 
d T eds

be 
remedied 
by 
repairs. 
or 
w hether 
a 
new 
jail, 
police 
sta­ 
tion 
or 
lock-up should be 
constructed. 
If within one year after such notice being filed 
th e repairs are not satis'actorily made or a new 
jail, police station or lock-up constructed, as 
th e case may be, it shall be the duty of the state 
board of charities and reform to condemn said 
jail, police station or lock-up by tiling a w ritten 
notice with the c’.tik i i the circuit co u rtier 
said county, in the case of a jail, or with the 
city or village clerk in the case of a police sta ­ 
tion or lock-up, and thereafter it shall not be 
lawful to confine prisoners in such jail, police 
station or lock-up, and i t ‘.shall be the duty of 
the sheriff of the county or the chief of police, 
city or village marsh lo r constable, asth ecase 
m ay be, to immediately transfer all prisoners in 
said jail, police station or lock-up to some other 
place of confinement, and thereafter not to use 
said jail, police station or lock-up as a place for 
confining prisoners, provided th at such condem­ 
nation shall not take effect until approved by 
the circuit judge of the judicial circuit ih which 
such county is situated. 
The law provides th a t th e condem ­ 
n ation m ast be approved by th e circuit 
judge. 
Judge B ennett was consulted 
by m em bers of the board before a n y ­ 
th in g was done, and expressed him self 
as h eartily in favor of the building of 
a new jail. 
T he state board of control cannot 
com pel th e county to build a new jail. 
Unless a j ail is built, 
however, the 
board can compel the sheriff to tracs- 
fer all his prisoners to some other 
place of confinem ent approved by the 
board. 
In th a t caic of course the 
county would ba obligee to pay by the 
week for the board of prisoners as

and waved the lantern over the side 
T hen came another wait, followed l<_ 
another shout, this time clear and close 
at hand. Again I showed the light, and 
the next moment I heard tin* splash of 
oars alongside, and the mate and a 
stranger, both dripping wet from head to 
foot, clambered on deck. Then we turn­ 
ed to to get out a kedge. 
We got tho 
spare anchor up from the hold, bent on 
a st* »ut hawser to it, and prepared to 
lower it into the boat. Bob Tucker and 
the stranger got into the boat aud bade 
me ‘lower away' when I was told. 
But 
exactly what happened in the darkness 
and confusion I could never clearly re­ 
member. The gale seemed to have got 
ten times worse. 
It was difficult to 
hear oneself speak. 
If possible, too, it 
seemed to have got darker. I could just 
faintly see the forms of two men mov­ 
ing about- in the boat as it tossed along­ 
side. Suddenly I heard agonizing shouts 
for help. 
I looked over tho side, and 
the boat was gone.

Bur, though 
I ’ve been in and out of Fordham some­ 
times two or three times a year for the 
last 50 years, I never see that church 
without being reminded of my first voy­ 
age and its ending. 
“ I was a slip of a lad, barely 15 at 
the time, and I ’d shipped aboard a ketch 
called the Pride of Rochester, for want 
of a better craft. 
You know what that 
means—little food and plenty of rope’s 
end, that was my fare. The skipper was 
a savage and a drunken one, too, and I 
b elieve if it hadn’t b< en for the mate, a 
int ii named Tucker, I should have been 
pf a bed overboard before the voyage w*a 
over. We were bound here with a cargo 
of slates. The wreath* r w as fine, and w<- 
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down below, and even on deck I fancied 
I could see their faces close beside me, 
and their cries were ringing in my ears. 
I forgot all about the gale and the dan­ 
ger of going ashore. 
But sure enough 
we did go ashore. When daylight broke, 
I found that the ketch was lying on her 
bilge on the mud. Then I got into the 
rigging and shouted and waved my 
arms until ut lust some cue came off to 
me. They wouldn’t believe me at first, 
but in the course of the day poor old 
Tucker's body was picked up, and the 
boat was found floating, bottom up­ 
ward, by a fisherman. As for the ketch, 
which had cost the mate his life, she 
took no harm and w as got off safe and 
Sound next tide. 
“ That cured me of seafaring for a 
time. 
I staid ashore for a year or two, 
but then the old longing came back, and 
I went north in a collier. 
But I never 
see yonder church w ithout thinking of 
poor old Bob Tucker and his fate.’’—
